The Phitippines Tariff. 

Tt was atated some months ago (says 4 
San Francisco contemporary), that the Taft 
Philippine Island Commission had sent o 
rough draft of o tariff bill te Washinton to 
he subsaltted to experts in the State and 
War Departments, The statement is now 
made that the finishing touches have beon 
given to this tariff, ‘and that it will be 
prouulgated carly in August, to go. inte 
effec: immediately, Tho mow. tariff is 
designed tu provide fhe islands  treasut: 
with a revenue of $15,000,000 a year. The 
Spanish ‘tariff, which, with modification by 
the War Department, has been in forco, 
served to give Furope tho greater part of 
the import trade of tho islands. The new 

tariff will correct this tendency and incline 
trade in an opposite dircetion. Tt fact, the 
new tarift is designed to preinote trade 
between the islands and the United States, 
After this tariff izovs intu effect the tide of 
island trade will bo turned toward the 
United States. Upto the prescut time 
the Philip pine trade bus Leen disappointing, 
Anrican products have been so highly 
taxed that imports, except for Governmont 
pucpeses, havo been comparatively stnall, 
Complaint has also been made that foreign 
merchauils in Manila hay not shown mach 
tlispusition to put American goutls an tho 
instket. If this favoritism of forciyn goods 
is continued under the now tariff thero will 
be a fine cpening for American merchants. 
This new Lavi will be put. in operation 
under authority givon the President by 
the Sponner act, but it ic proposed to 
submit the tariff to Congress next winter 
for formal enactment. Tho Administration 
expects Congress to accept and to approve 
the schedules withoutimudification. If this 
expectation is realized, trade with the 
Philippine Lslands will in the future have 
plin sailing,

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MR OSBORNE ON THE 
SANITARY PETITION. 


Statements Incorrect and 
Misleading. 

Yesterday afternnon, at the mevtiny of 
the Sanitary Board, Mer Osborne pursuant 
to notice, asked for the production by the 
Medic Officer of Health, or by the Secre- 
tary, of n statement showing whnt recoin- 
mendations the Board and its officers have 
made duting the pust two years in respect 
of the following matters, aud haw far such 
recommendations have been carried out :— 

1, Additional markets. 

2, Additional public latrines. 

%. Additional public urinals. 

A statement by Dr Clack, Medical Ofticer 
of Health (published in our issue of last 
night) was submitted. 

Mr Osborne said the motion had its 
origin in consequence af certain statements 
that were made 
petition dated 20th June, 1901, which was 
drawn up and sent to the Governinent, and 
had since beon tnade public. He consider- 
ed thit there were statements in that 
inemorandum which were not in accordance 
with facts, and other statements which 
were misleading, aud it was his first in- 
tention to call for a complete list of the 
whole of the recommendations of the 
Sanitary Boaid for the past ten years, and, 
side by side, in parallel colunins, to give a 
list of those that had been given effect to. 
But thatwould have involved a vast amount 
of work, and ho limited his motion th those 
three important items, Ho dida’t propose 
to speak upon this return ot present, as he 
would have’ an opportunity Inter on of 
embodying itin acommunication he intend- 
ed to make to the Governor on the 
statements made in that memorandum — 
statements which refiected on tho Sanitary 
Board and which imputed negligence to the 
Board in the conduct of the sanitary affnies 
of this colony. He now moved that this 
return be printed and circulated, and copies 
sent. for the information of H.E. the 
Governor, 

Dr Clark seconded, remarking that he 
was persunally prepared to vouch for the 
inaccuracy of sume of the statements con- 
tained in the memorandum. 

Mr May spoko.- 

Mr Usborne then objected to Lhe manner 
in which tho reply of tho Medical Otticor.of 
Health had been drawn up, He wished to 
give it as much publicity as had been given 
to tho memorandum, and unless it were 
drawn up in a manner intelligible to. those 
nut behind the scenes, that object would 
nut be attained. , 

The President (Hon. W. Chatham) said 
it was a .statemenc-of tho-matter in con- 
densed. fur. He was. afraid that Mr 
Osborne gave the public: -of Hongkong 
eredit for a great deal more interest in the 
Sanitary otfaiys.of the Colony than they 
really possessed.)
